MINUTE ORDER. The Court is receipt of the parties' 16 Joint Status Report. Plaintiff 
seeks copies of individual waivers for the non-manufacturer rule issued in connection 
with several solicitations by the U.S. Small Business Administration ("SBA"). Plaintiff 
also seeks background information supporting several requested waivers from the 
Defense Logistics Agency ("DLA"), in addition to copies of several contracts and all 
contract modifications from DLA. DLA reports that it is continuing to review and 
process Plaintiffs request. DLA expects to complete its processing and release any 
responsive non-exempt information to Plaintiff by June 15, 2019 for most requests 
and by July 15, 2019 for Plaintiffs January 25, 2019 request.
